1. FALSE ALLEGATIONS OF 

POLICE BRUTALITY 

The police agencies in the Houston Division have 
had no major confrontation with New Left participants and 
there has been no allegations of police 'brutality as far as 
the New Left activists are concerned in the Houston area. 

It is noted that there are very few New Left activists in 
the Houston Division and those that do participate in such 
action have very little if any organization and as such their 
operations are extremely loose-knit. 

2. IMMORALITY 

Information received from confidential sources who 
have furnished reliable information in the past indicates 
that the New Left group, the SNCC group and numerous Black 
Power advocates tend to affiliate with one another in their 
various meetings and these sources have indicated that many 
of the individuals' morals and activities are extremely low. 
For example, informant reports that several SNCC members 
almost nightly imbibe in a combination of "pot", robitussin 
and wine from which concoction they reportedly get their 
" Ucks -" 
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Informant also reports that current SNCC regulars 
appear to he a hunch of "leeches" in that they never work 
and do very little of anything other than sit around. He 
stated they have no money and anyone who has anything avail- 
able, even as simple as a pack of cigarettes, cannot retain 
it in their presence. 


It is noted that most, of the above refers to SNCC 
members; however, as pointed out also the SNCC and New Left 
group closely affiliate in all their acti vities. One of t he

o a recent conviction for Illegal Wear- 
ng of the Uniform, a typical hippy-type Individual with 
long dirty, curly hair and generally wore filthy clothes.

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3. ACTION BY COLLEGE ADMINISTRATORS 


Because of the fact that no major New Left activity 
has been undertaken in the Houston Division, the college 
administrators have had little occasion to take a firm stand 
on any particular issue. However, at the University of 
Houston a campus literary magazine, "The Harvest", attempted 
to print a poem which had been written by an instructor in 
the College of Architecture. This poem reportedly contained 
an obscene four-letter word. A decision was made to postpone 
the publication of "The Harvest" by the faculty sponsor and 
advisor for the magazine and by the editors of the publica- 
tion. While this incident occasioned considerable publicity 
in the regular Houston publication, it is apparent 

that the firm stand taken by the college administration was 
paramont in preventing this obscene material being published 
for college consumption. 

Small demonstrati on-type activity, such as 
picketing of Dow Chemical and other recruiters on campus, 
never generated to the magnitude that the college administra- 
tion took cognizance of the fact that they were present. 

While there have been no major confrontation be- 
tween administration and students, the action taken by the 
administration in preventing publication of the obscene 
poem as noted above is indicative of the fact that the 
administration will very likely take a firm stand on any 
matter which may bring discredit upon the university.

In connection with the recent resumption of classes 
at the universities and colleges in the country and the 
resultant Increased activity of the new left groups the 
following is being submitted for Bureau consideration. 

The new left groups in the Houston Division have 
been noted to utilize the bulletin boards at the educational 
institutions to publicize their meetings utilizing posters, 
etc. It is felt that if these were removed from the bulletin 
boards this would not only cause the new left groups some 
consternation but would tend to cut down on attendance at 
their meetings. 

It is the intention of the Houston Division to 
utilize sources and close friends of the Bureau (not agents) 
to remove these pamphlets and posters from the bulletin 
boards as soon as they are noticed. It is felt that this 
proposal has a field-wide application and could be utilized 
by all divisions who experience new left activities In the 
.'colleges and universities. Bureau authority is requested to 
^immediately place this program into effect.

In the past two weeks the Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) group in Houston has been experiencing con- 
siderable difficulty and opposition to their proposals and 
plans. Specifically, a visit by MARK RUDD at the University 
of Houston (UH) and Rice University (RU) caused considerable ✓ 
problems in that the UH refused to allow. RUDD to appear on they'/ 5 
campus and when RUDD appeared contrary to the wishes of the 
UH, steps were immediately taken to eliminate SDS as a student 
approved organization on campus. Similarly, RUDD's appearance 
at RU met with considerable disfavor although he was authorized 
to speak on campus. 

In addition the SDS group had made efforts to obtain 
a suitable meeting place at one of the universities in 
Houston for its national council meeting; however, it was 
unsuccessful in this regard and because of this fact there 
was considerable scrambling by the SDS leadership to obtain a 
suitable meeting place which ultimately was obtained at the 
last minute at the University of Texas in Austin, Texas.

The recent overall situation of SDS in the Houston area is 
however in a 6tate of confusion and controversy and it appears 
that with proper counselling through established sources the 
SDS group will continue to deteriorate and the organization will 
be more susceptible to specific* counterintelligence moves. 
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On 5/14/69, a source made available a copy of a 
document passed out at an SDS meeting at the University of 
Houston, which document concerned a summer project which was 
to be conducted in Houston during the summer of 1969, which 
project concerned the infiltration by SDS people of various 
business and industrial concerns in the Houston area.

Ccmpus-ba 3 cd radicals have t&:-:£cd. to see the su/witr months 
as their well-deserved vacation from tho rigors of academia and 
politics. Amid promisos of "Iill be back in September with ny 
heed straight and roally tfeady to work," the large majority of 
chapter activists have disappeared into a variety of fun-and- 
gamea during June, July, and August. Unfort unatoly, this will 
undoubtedly be tho case for most people again this summer. 


But many serious radicals, revolutionaries, and communists 
in SDS havo rojected such personalistic and politically unpro- 
ductive alternatives in recent summers and a lorgor number will 
do so this year. V.’e must benefit from past mistakes if any of 
our programs are to avoid the very same pitfalls. 


First, virtually ell previous projects havo bcon haphazardly 
organized. Often the only form has boon tho extremely loose ap- 
proach of "Come on to Cloveland when you can and wo ’ll pull some- 
thing together in June." Almost without exoeption this has re- 
sulted in poorly defined programs that either never began, dis- 
integrated before September, or somehow survived tho summer but 
usually in tho form of an "affinity group." The tangible ac- 
complishments of these efforts havo boon minimal, to say the least 

• Seoond, little essential ideological study has in reality 
been done. Host peoplo acknowledge that the summer provides the 
best situation for serious collective study end discussion; the 
common Claim that is it is difficult to get into serious reading 
during tho other nino months, especially for the most active and 
responsible chapter members and organizers, has a substantial 
basis in faot. Yet, summer after summer, in and out of program, 
fuv individuals have actually engaged in anything resembling 
serious political study. 


Third, those programs which have lasted tho entire summer 
have all too often ended with its participants in an introverted 
predicament — typically communal effinity groups. Therefore, 
tho people rarely obtainod the invaluable experience available 
in metropolitan aroas in terms of jobs, college and university 
campuses, high school youth, and community situations. In short, 
most SDS’ors have returned to tho campus or •campus-orientod 
activity without having broadened their soope of porsonal and

•gy forbuilding a revolutionary movement. 

It was at this point tho "Toward a Revolutionary Youth 
Hovomont" proposal appeared. This paper was not tho personal 
revealation of Mike Klonsky# SDS national secretary, nor of some 
"national collective," Instead, it rof looted an nmrJi emerging 
political tendency in what has boon called "the non-PL ranks of 
SDS." As vague and general as tho paper was in certain parts, 
it still did not make any argument for youth as a class, wild- 
in-the»streets blind activism, or struggle for struggle’s sake. 

(The latter position is best characterized by Abbie Hoffman3s 
perspective of "Revolution for the holl of itj") . These cr it io isms 
havo no real basis in either tho proposal itself or in tho. sub- 
sequent praotioe of its primary proponents. 

"Toward a Revolutionary Youth Movement" marked a pivotal 
point in the historical development of SDS. The translational 
strategy it put forth for the organizing of a cross-class youth 
movoment challenged many of our assumptions about the nature and 
the role of the working class in the US and our immediate or- 
ganizing priorities. It has been no curious coincident that a 
significant number of chaptor people and organizers havo shifted 
tho focus of their work from olitost middle-class universities 

Schools in isolated oollego towns to commuter universities, ^ 
\ Junior colleges, community colleges, and working-class high M 

schools in major metropolitan centers. The contration of ox- 8 

per ienood movement manpower in urban eroa a with those kind of I 
political priorities is a concerted effort to put I 

►the concept of a revolutionary youth movement, a communist youth * 
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movement, Into praetlco. 


It la incumbent upon each of us to decide In conscious, 
Rational, end objective political terms whore and hov; we car. 
'most effectively work in tho future. If ono should definitely 
, return noxt fall to the city or campus where he or sho is now 
located, it v/ould still be immensely worthwhile to take port 
in a metropolitan program this summer. Hopefully this is the 
*vhat thore will be in Houston. A program which is quite serious 
and, therefore, productive and beneficial .for those who stay in 
Houston and for those who will leave. 

. It should be obvious by now to everyone that wo can no 
longor pay lip service to the type of study, work, political 
analysis, discipline, et al that we must immediately dovolop 
and croato. One of tho classic failings of this movement has 
always been rhetoric without content. This cannot continue 
indfein indefinitely if individually and collect ivoly wo ore 
sorlous and real about making sxxnx a socialist revolution in 
this sooiety. This summer can be a solid beginning on sevorol 
levels. 


HOUSTON: HISTORICAL ANALYSIS AND GENERAL KOVEHSHT STRATEGY 

The summer work in Houston or any other city must organi- 
cally relate to a consistent strategy for building a metro- 
politan movement in that locality. Therefore, it is necessary 
that people considering- working In Houston this summer, and 
afterward as well, have both an understanding of that strategy 
and tho objective development politically in Houston within a 
definition of tho situation horo. 

Houston is one of the ten largest metropolitan centers in 
tho nation. Unlike Dallas-Ft, Worth and most otherr.rjiurban 
areas in this section of tho country, Houston ha3 a huge in- 




Houston. Although tho ourrent labor scene cannot bo compared 
to a city like Detroit with its revolutionary black unions and 
aggressive wildcat strikes, the rank-and-file situation is 
generally promising. . 

Until this spring, movecont activity in Houston h&3 been 
comparatively low-level and Isolated. In May 1967, there were 
Indications that a blaok movement was emerging under the leader- 
ship of SMCC a tv? with Toxas Southern University as tho base. 

True to form, the Houston povor structure responded with tho . 
cop riot on the T3U campus the evening of Hay 17. Dormitories 
wore riddled by gunfire and rooms wero looted- and destroyed; 
"bver ^700 blaok students were arrested. Ono pig was shot and 
killed by his own during the xiilit wild charge, po five identi- 
fiable black Isadora wore charged with murder. The fato of the 
TSU $ io still uncertain.. 

Although the University of Houston has had an SDS chapter 
since 1966, until this spring tia it ha?, like most chapters, \ 


-lacked >cnnine political seriousness ami any roaj. 

(v v* ^ • , , • . ■ 
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for Black Liberation (AA3L), « real politisal strugglo enmo 
to the campus for tho first time. The initial roaction of 
the SDS chaptor was virtually nil; there was a stagnant non- 
, struggle consciousne so and an absence of any revolutionary 
analysis of racism. However, a small group of people in end 
out of the chapter pulled together and began to implement a 
program of aggressive support for the black demands and edu- 
cation on tho iinaturo of racism in capitalism and inperialisi 
vhito supremacy, and Institutional racism In the univor3ity. 


Despito the usuallobstacloo posed in a commutor university, 
black-white of forts proved surprisingly successful. (Only 1000 
of UH*s 23,000 students live on-esnpus. Also, the statistically 
average UH student is a white male, 25 years old, married, has 
two children, and holds dovm a full-time job.) On March 7, a 
rally of 1500, around 80,v whito, moved to tho administration 
building where botweon 700 and 1000 took the building for twenty 
minutes before leaving in tho face of probable immediate arrest. 
A vs ok later, stemming from an attack on an AA3L leader, 3 00- 
400 people occupied the Safety and Security (campus pigs) build- 
ing and then moved to action in tho Student Center where several 
thousands dollars in damage resulted. Three days later, Mark 
Rudd from Columbia spol:c to an"illegal u rally of more than 1000. 
Ho and Margie Kaile quickly recoivod injunctions barring thorn 
from the UH campus. When school resumed following the Easter 
break, tho administration announced 14 poople on heavy misdo- 
mcanor indictmonts instead of tho fulfillment of eight of the 
AA3L demands, as had been previously promised. Everyone, 

11 hlsdcznKhTcaiam blacks and 3 whites. v:a3 charged with "rioting 11 
and "destruction of state property;" in addition, Dwight Allen 
and Gene Locke of AABL and Margie Haile of SDS were charged with 
“incitement to riot." With less than a month remaining in the 
spring term, AABL and SDS are consolidating politically for a 
prolonged struggle around acceptance of tho ten demands and 
An dofense of the 14 under indictment. 

From all indications, several blacks will move into com- 
munity work in the black ghetto this summer. (Twcnty-f ive per 
cent of the Houston* s & "inner city" is black, yet only 3?> of 
UlPe student body is composed of blacks.) Also, the Koxican- 
Amorican community is showing signs of moving politically. 

The prospect of militant black and chicano movements in Houston 
•in the next year or so is very real. r Porbaps_thc-yisit“by 
Bobby— fical-e-Ttf^-the-Sl-aok— PantheTr-Forty^ tc-IIouston during Hay 
will lead more quiokly to— the establishment of a Panther chapter.

It is important to point out hero, though, that the 
summer program will not —must not I— function in such a way as 
to oxolude thoso people who will not be staying in Houston to 
work. On tho oontrary, the combination of two distinot groups, 
those irfho will bo definitely staying in Houston and those who 
definitely will not, *plus in all probability several who will 
not decide until late in the summer, should work to make tho 
program much more productive in the sense that the socond group 
will be relating study and work to their own locale ana more 
roal in the senso that the first group will be dynamically or- 
ganlo to the Houston situation. To elaborate on the second 
point, we will not be somo artificial "summor invasion" of Koustcn, 
but will include many people who are oither already into political 
work In the olty or will be staying here for sevoral man months 
afterward* 

Finally, the development of tho overlapping collectives 
model should go far toward broadening the program from somo 
narrow work/study work-in. Campus, high school, ot al work

The document prepared by the Houston SDS chapter 
refers on several occasions to the "Towards a Revolutionary 
Youth Movement" which was a proposal passed at the December, 
1968, SDS National Council meeting held in Ann Arbor, Michigan, 
A copy of this proposal as set forth in the "Guardian" issue 
of January 18, 1969, is also enclosed.

I. Potential Counter Intelligence Action 

Houston proposed that a letter be directed to the 
Houston Cougar, University of Houston student newspaper rela- 
tive to the grape pickers strike in California, which has been 
of considerable concern on the part of Houston SDS in the past. 
This matter has not been finalized nor approved by the Bureau 
and additional details are currently being obtained from Los 
Angeles as to the feasibility of implementing this counter- ■ 
intelligence measure. 

The Houston SDS group continues to be split and con- 
siderable controversy has developed between the two factions 
as to how they will operate in the Houston area. This matter 
continues to be followed closely through informants and sources 
and it appears that specific counterintelligence actions are 
likely to develop as this SDS controversy continues. In the 
event specific counterintelligence moves are indicated. Bureau 
approval will be requested. 

II. Pending Counterintelligence Action 

Houston has recently furnished to the Junior Chamber 
of Commerce information concerning the SDS Summer Project in 
Houston which project reportedly is to infiltrate various 
businesses and organizations in the Houston area in an effort

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tolget a foothold with the working class in the Houston area.l 
Th« SDS Summer Project instructions and plans will be disseml] 
nat^d by the Junior Chamber of Commerce to the numerous organ 
zations and businesses in the Houston area and this will very 
likely cause this specific project by SDS to fail.

No tangible results have been noted concerning speci- 
fic counterintelligence actions taken by the Houston Division. It 
is noted, however, that the current controversy existing in the 
SDS group and the factionalism which ha6 developed has been very 
instrumental in controlling SDS activities in the Houston area.

Houston is currently in the process of obtaining-^

At the present time the Houston Division has no 
specific pending counterintelligence action. As the Bureau 
is aware, the Houston SDS group formulated plans for a 
'summer project, which project was to infiltrate businesses 
and other organizations in the Houston area in an effort to 
get a foothold with the working class in Houston. Because 
of wide spread dissemination of the plans of SDS through the 
Junior Chamber -of Commerce, the summer project of SDS was a 
complete "bust". No information has come to the attention 
of the Houston Division that any SDS members obtained any 
employment during the summer in accordance with the plans 
promulgated by SDS. 

111. Tangible Results 

No specific tangible results have been noted 
concerning individual counterintelligence actions taken by 
the Houston Division.' It is noted, however, that the SDS 
activities in the Houston area have become 6plit, with 
opposing factions going their separate ways. Their main 
program, ie., the summer project, was a complete "bust" 
and this is indicative of the fact that in some ways the 
counterintelligence moves which have been utilized by the 
Houston Division have been somewhat successful in curbing 
SDS activities in the Houston area.

Efforts areteing made to determine exact 
details of this ruling In order that it may possibly be 
applied at the UH where the YSA is a recognized campus 
organization. However, the majority of the members and 
affiliates of the YSA are not students. 
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I ” €t is noted also that the YSA has infiltrated the|| 
DJI through its student offices and, as such, apparently hasn 
some control over the utilization of the student funds and, *» 
therefore, can utilize these funds to bring in radical-type 
speakers or whoever they want to appear on campus. It has
